JUSTICE NATHAN CLIFFORD' 


POKTIAND, Me., July 25.—Justice Na- 


than. Clifford, of the. United States Su- 
preme Court, died at Coruish at 9 o'clock 
this morning. Ho was born in Rnimiey, 
Grafton county, N. II., August 18, 1802. 
Ho was educated at Haverhill academy 
aud at the Hampton Literary Institution. 
He studied law, anil, utter being admitted 
to the Bar iu 1827, removed to Maine. 
He was elected to the legislature of that 
State from York county,- in 1830, and was 
re-elected iu 1831, 1832, 'and 18*5. He 
held tho position of speaker in 1832 and 
in 1833. Iu 183-1 ho became 
attor- 


ney-general of 
tho State,—an 
oflieo 


which 
he 
held 
four 
years. 


He wiis elected to Congress from oue 


of the Maine districts in "18:]',), ami was 
reflected iu 1841. Iu 18-16 ho was ap- 
pointed Attorney General by President) 
Polk, and in March of the following year 
was appointed commissioner to Mexico, 
and, after the close of the Mexican War, 
was appointed Minister to that country. 
Gnliis return.he took tip his residence 
nt.Portland, Me., and devoted himself to 
tho practice of law. In 1858 ho waa ap- 
pointed Associate Justice of the United 
States supreme court.

A man with bronzed face, about fit ty- 


(Ivo years of ago, but younger in looks, 
with twinkling gray eyes and a mous- 
tache in which every hair assorted its 
bristling individuality, arose from a sofa 
and greeted the reporter with sailor-like 
heartiness as ho entered tho front room 
of tho second story at 36>i Oak Street. 


"You seem to bo not very busy to- 
day," said the reporter. 


"Well, no," the artist replied; "Tues- 


day is a dull day, generally. If you had 
come yesterday you would have aeon 
this room packc.il with men and boys 
waiting to bo tattooed, lint I have on 
hand probably one of the greatest jobs 
ever attempted, and the man is one of 
the most mysterious customers I ever 
had. Ho is, I should judge, about (ifty 
years of ago, and being fair coruplex- 
ioned, the ink takes llnoly. He comos 
regularly every Suuday, and generally 
brings his designs with him. I enlarge 
or reduce thorn, as ho may desire. Ho 
don't seem to be a vory pious man, but 
all of the tattooing I am doing for him 
is of a religious nature. In his back I 
have picked u picture of tho Blessed 
Virgin, -surrounded by thirty-three an- 
gels. A largo representation of the cru- 
cifixion is on his breast. Then there is a 
picture of n blind man led by alittlc child 
toward a prccipice.and an angel prevent- 
ing them from falling over. In curious 
contrast to this ho has a cat on one shoul- 
der and a rooster on the other. Three 
mormaids are picked in one side of him, 
and his arms are covered with religious 
pictures. I will soon be through with 
him, and I think ho will be tho tattooed 
man of. the. world..when, finished. He's 
a very uncommunicative man. I found 
out, however, that he's engaged in tho 
tobacco business, can talk Spanish as 
fluently as English, and has spent a 
great part of his life In Peru. He told 
mo once, in a burst of confidence, that 
ho was born in Massachusetts, anil 
when a boy went to South America. 
When he returned ho found his friends 
had forgotten him, his relatives were 
dead, and ho was a stranger in his na- 
tive land. He seemed quite mournful 
when he said this, adding that ho would 
return to Peru imhiediatcly after the 
tattooing wag completed. 
I found out 


that he received only a small salary In 
his present business; BO I said, one Sun- 
day, 'Old man, if I were you I'd go in- 
to tho show business; with all these 
things on you, you'd moke over 830 a 
week. He never said anything to that; 
so I asked him what in thunder ho in- 
tended to do, anyhow.

cess. They will lounge on their little 
bunks, enjoy twolvo or fifteen pipes in 
tho coarse of an afternoon or evening, 
chat, .smoke tobacco, and drink tea or 
rice brandy. Few except the confirm- 
ed Opiunvsmokcrs use the drag to pi 
ducer insensibility or the opium elee,~ 
Tho primary efiect of opium is that pf 
gqfod "tobacco,•Increased tenfold. It 
eqothns and tranquillizes the nerves and 
laps tho smoker m a delicious stato of 
Sybaritic ease and voluptuous cnjc 
ment , It Induces a' species of aa»- 
dreum, t>ut Its effects in this regard 
have boon greatly exaggerated. It scl- 
dohi; produces the drunken stupor 
which, follows undue Indulgence ,in 
-Hqudt. Tho.European who contracts 
Ujo habit of opium-smoking usually 
crave* rin inordinate amount of tho 
drug. A man whom I know smokeo 
regularly every day six bits' (75 cents) 
worth of opium, or about fifty pipes. 
Ho is a walking skeleton, and, when not 
under tho influence of tho naecotlo, ho 
trembles like a paralytic. His cheeks 
arc sunken, tho Cones seem starting 
through tho pallid skin, and the whole 
man is a living wreck—strength, cneri ry, 
will, mnnhopd,\aU clean cone. Ho lives 
only for his dally indulgence la tho 
drug, and his body could dispense with 
it no more than his lungs could per* 
form their functions without air. jQo 
Is a walking barometer; sensitive to the 
slightest change in temperature and 
racked by neuralgic pains when, exposed 
to cold. Futility insidious, too. Is this 
opium habit. It saps the moral strength 
and enfeebles tho will; then, shorn of 
these two allies, it takes a man of 'ex- 
ceptional strength of character to free 
htmsolf from its throlldom.

The poorer classes of Chinese In Cal- 


ifornia—and these comprise nine-tenths 
of tho whole number—use opium as-a 
solace to their hard life. It is ono of 
the few pleasures they allow them- 
selves in a slavish struggle to lay up 
money. No store, wash-house, manu- 
factory or restaurant is without' its 
opium "lay-out" Tho habit of opium- 
smoking is universal, as common as) tho 
use of tobacco among American men.. 
A very intelligent Chinese merchant, 
who speaks excellent English, in a re- 
cent conversation with me on the evils 
of opium-smoking, said: "It 
1st the 


curso of our people, and is for worse in 
its i effects than your whisky-drinking. 
A man who drinks liquor gets some 
strength from tho stimulant, though 
this may last only a few minutes. ' Ho 
may even live to old ago and never go 
to bed sober. But tho effects of opium 
arc far different It 
takes away 
strength. It never gives any. It weak- 
snaa man, thins his blood and steals a!l 
Us energy. It makes him feel the cold, 
makes him. what you call invalid—no 
good for any real work. Ho may work 
It iv trade, but ho cannot carry on; any 
Business which requires thought or cat 
culatioa. For myself, I smoke a few 
>lpB8 frequently with friends. It is so- 
:ial and pleasant, but I always take the 
greatest care not to smoko twice in atio-' 
session at tho samo honr. When I feel; 
he longing to smoke, which always«t-r 
neks you Just twenty-four/hours after', 
rour fast indulgence. I never give way 
wit." 
. 
The bane of opium-smoking in Cali- 


fornia is secu in the younger genera- 
tion. California children are very pre- 
cocious; they seem to have an exagger- 
ated desire to indulge in everything 
which is forbidden. 
Every Chineso 


wash-houso throughout tho Stato Is tho 
center of evil. Young boys learn thero 
to smoko opium and contract the habit 
which ruins them body and soul. The 
Chinese receive boys with great favor, 
and aro always ready to initiate them 
into any vice. In tho cities the evil is 
worse, as tho opportunities for itserat- 
iQcation are met.on every side. There 
are many squalid opium "dons" in the 
Chinese quarters, nnd these have their 
regular white customers. Tho police 
make frequent raids upon them, but tho 
payment of twenty dollars fine releases 
the proprietor. Now it is customary 
for the smoker to deposit this amonnt 
before beginning hfs indulgence, in 
order to insure the release of tho patron 
In case of arrest. Tho vice it most 
prevalent among the hoodlums of this 
city nnd tho women of the town, but 
police officers and detectives, whose 
word may be relied upon, declare that 
tho practice is spreading with great 
rapidity, nnd that tho law will soon 
havo to be invoked to check it by heavy 
lines or other penalties.

tho importation of opium into this co'un- 
try, as tho duties are low In British 
Colombia nnd Mexico, and the work of 
smuggling it over the border will not 
bo difllcult

Wisconsin, and 
to provide Tor the more ollielnut supervision 
mid manncroinent thereof, ami to repeal cer- 
tain provisions of law rotating thereto.

In several of the press accounts of the 


Eau Olaire troubles, a man by the name 
of Hcudrix has been mentioned among 
the orators. Tho name has been spelled 
in so many ways, aud such different in- 
itials attached thereto, that it has becu 
a matter of doubt, whether it was tho 
same young man who has been, until of 
late, practicing law here, and who went 
from hero to Eau Olairo in company with 
Frank Brooks. It appears that it is thd 
same Hendrix, and tho correspondent of 
tho State Journal thus speaks ot his coni 
nection with the affair: 


Each night, a committee of two or 
three from each mill, met in tho law of- 
fice of Hendrix & Brooks, the Hendrix 
in question being a recent law graduate 
of tho State University. Hero, tho pro- 
gramme for each following day was 
mapped out, and Hoadrix and one T. F. 
Frawley—another young lawyer, and 
formerly of Dane county,—gave alleged 
legal advice to the ringleaders aud kept 
their enthusiasm spurred up by the style 
ot oratory peculiar to mob organizers. In 
addition to Hendrix and Frawley, an 
Irishman named Jerry Sullivan, Assem- 
blyman Tom Oarmichaol and a Norwe- 
gian with a name sounding as nrach like 
Blonqnest aa anything else, wore regard- 
ed as leaders aud oratorical backers. 
These committee meetings were secret in 
character, but certain of the weak-kneed 
let out enough ouch day, to keep the 
mill-owners always fairly posted ns to 
any intended programme.
